With the canceling of Bracken County schools and an ice storm coming in late afternoon on Friday with a vengeance, 
Bracken Countians wondered whether or not the “Light Up Brooksville” parade would take place on Saturday. But with the 
dawn came clear roads, due to the hard work of our county and state road crews, ensuring the parade would go on. Floats, 
walkers, horses, and parade goers made their way to Brooksville all bundled up with hats, gloves, and coats to enjoy the 
annual Christmas parade. 

This year’s Grand Marshals were the local veterans who have served from World War II, Korea, Vietnam, through the 
Gulf War to Enduring Freedom in Iraq and Afghanistan. Several of these veterans gathered at the courthouse for a reception 
sponsored by John and Donna Parker and Moore and Parker Funeral Home. Each received a patriotic ribbon declaring them 
a Grand Marshal for the parade as well as tasty treats. From the reception, most of them went to Taylor Elementary’s staff 
parking lot and boarded Tommy Pickrell’s Duece and a half, one of the Bracken county Sheriff’s Department humvees, and 
other personal vehicles, for their ride along the parade route. At the appointed time, the Brooksville and Augusta Volunteer 
Fire Departments led the way to Lee’s IGA, up to Woodward Street (affectionately known as Church Street), to Poor Bob’s 
and around in front of Dean’s Pharmacy where the viewing stand was set up. 

Despite the chill in the air parade goers lined the route and watched with the delight of a child as each entry passed by. 
The anchor and highlight of the parade was Santa Claus riding atop one of the Brooksville fire trucks before making his 
way back to Santa Claus Lane at the Watson Building to end the day’s festivities.

The former Executive 
Director of the Buffalo Trace/ 
Gateway Narcotics Task 
Force was indicted today for 
stealing public funds. 

According to the indict¬ 
ment returned today by a 
federal grand jury in Lexing¬ 
ton, in the two and half year 
period that 52 year-old Timo¬ 
thy George Fegan of German¬ 
town, Ky., served as the Task 
Force’s director, he wrong¬ 
fully appropriated thousands 
of dollars in cash that was in 
the care, custody, and control 
of the Task Force. The indict¬ 
ment alleges that Fegan took 
cash proceeds that Task Force 
agents seized during drug in¬ 
vestigations and money that 
the Task Force kept on hand 
to perform controlled drug 
buys. 

The Buffalo Trace/Gate¬ 
way Narcotics Task Force was 
organized by several county 
and city governments and 
was responsible for the in¬ 
vestigation of drug crimes in 
various northern and eastern 
Kentucky counties. The Task 
Force was funded by federal 


and state grants and funds 
contributed by the county and 
city governments that formed 
it. The Task Force’s base of 
operations was in Maysville, 
Ky., and Fegan served there 
as the Task Force’s Executive 
Director from April 2010 un¬ 
til November 2012. 

Kerry B. Harvey, U.S. At¬ 
torney for the Eastern District 
of Kentucky, and Perrye Turn¬ 
er, Special Agent in Charge, 
FBI, jointly announced the 
indictment. 

The investigation pre¬ 
ceding the indictment was 
conducted by the FBI and the 
Kentucky State Police. The in¬ 
dictment was presented to the 
grand jury by Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Andrew T. Boone. 

A date for Fegan to ap¬ 
pear in court has not yet been 
scheduled. He faces up to 10 
years in prison and a maxi¬ 
mum fine of $250,000 for 
each charge. However, any 
sentence following a convic¬ 
tion would be imposed by the 
Court after consideration of 
the U.S. Sentencing Guide¬ 
lines and the federal statutes. 


Any indictment is an ac¬ 
cusation only. A defendant is 
presumed innocent and is en¬ 
titled to a fair trial at which 
government must prove guilt 
beyond a reasonable doubt.

The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office graduated 
its third Citizens Police 
Academy Tuesday night, 
November 12th. The 
third class had thirteen 
graduates who enjoyed 
ten weeks of instruction 
covering operational pro¬ 
cedures and policies of the 
Sheriff’s Office and crimi¬ 
nal justice system. The 
purpose of the program 
is to heighten awareness 
of law enforcement’s role 
in the community and the 
goal is to increase under¬ 
standing and communica¬ 
tion through hands on and 
classroom instruction. 

Citizen Police Acad¬ 
emy graduates enjoyed 
presentations by the Dis¬ 
trict Judge, Women’s Cri¬ 
sis Center, Circuit Clerk, 
Cabinet for Family Servic¬ 
es, CASA director, and the 
County Coroner. Gradu¬ 
ates also received weekly 
instruction and heard sto¬ 
ries of life experiences 
from Chief Deputy Bob 
Scott and Sheriff How¬ 
ard Niemeier. One of the 
highlights of the class was 
the use of the Firearms 
Training Simulator (FATS) 
which puts participants in 
actual situations involving 
shoot - don’t shoot situa¬ 


tions. Members of the Sher¬ 
iff’s Office, Court Security 
Officers and family mem¬ 
bers, Probation & Parole and 
community also came in and 
experienced the FATS train¬ 
ing. This simulator gives 
participants an experience of 
how quick life and death de¬ 
cisions have to be made by 
law enforcement officials in 
the field. 

Graduates also received 
training in the following 
areas over the ten week pe¬ 
riod: Crime Scene Investiga¬ 
tion; Drugs/Narcotic Inves¬ 
tigations; Court Procedures; 
Patrol Techniques & Pro¬ 
cedures; DUI presentation; 


Use of Force; Law Enforce¬ 
ment Ethics; and other mis¬ 
cellaneous topics. 

During the graduation 
ceremony a round table dis¬ 
cussion was held to address 
any changes or additions that 
need to be made to the cur¬ 
riculum for the class. All the 
graduates felt that the curric¬ 
ulum was fine and that they 
all learned something new 
each night about the capabil¬ 
ities/duties of the Sheriff’s 
Office and also the criminal 
justice system. All gradu¬ 
ates received a plaque for 
attending the class and en¬ 
joyed pizza, cake and drinks. 
The ceremony was also at¬ 


tended by family members 
of several of the Graduates 
and several graduates of 
the previous classes who 
came out to observe the 
graduation.

THE SPIRITUAL GIFT OF ADMINISTRATION 

“Keep watch over yourselves and all the flock of which 
the Holy Spirit has made you overseers. Be shepherds of 
the church of God, which he bought with his own blood. ” 
-Acts 20: 28 

In Paul’s first epistle to the Corinthians he ranks 
various offices of the church: “God has appointed in the 
church first apostles, second prophets, third teachers, then 
workers of miracles, then healers, helpers, administrators, 
speakers in various kinds of tongues.” (1 Corinthians 
12: 28) From its beginning, Christianity was built on a 
foundation of helpers and administrators. Jesus appointed 
12 disciples and sent them forth two by two, giving them 
explicit instructions about what to take and what to do. 
Jesus was Christendom's first administrator and it is 
clear that there was to be some organization. In the book 
of Acts we see the beginning of church administration 
in the period following Jesus's death and resurrection, 
and we also witness the beginning of divisions within 
the church, there being disagreements over the issue of 
circumcision and Jewish dietary law, for instance. There 
is considerable discussion of these issues in the epistles, 
but the important thing for us to realize is that there were 
people who were charged with organizing and leading 
their church communities, including resolving disputes 
within the church. We should consider whether we have a 
knack for organizational leadership and where it might fit 
into our church’s structure. Can we help our church with 
our organizational or administrative talents? - Christopher

kynect Enrollments Up 16 Percent 
Since Thanksgiving Week 

Biggest increase is in private health plans, 
with more than 3,800 new purchases

Over a 10-day period be¬ 
ginning Thanksgiving week, 
Kentucky’s health benefits 
website, kynect, saw a 16 
percent increase in enroll¬ 
ments - adding more than 
11,000 Kentuckians to the 
ranks of the newly insured in 
just over a week. 

The largest increase was 
among individuals purchas¬ 
ing private health insurance 
plans. From Nov. 26 to Dec. 
5, nearly 4,000 Kentuckians 
chose a new private insur¬ 
ance policy - a 32 percent 
increase over the prior total 
of private plans. 

kynect’s technology 
team had anticipated a post¬ 
holiday increase in web traf¬ 
fic, applications and enroll¬ 
ments and increased capacity 
in order to meet the demand. 

kynect has been hailed 
as a national model since its 
launch Oct. 1 for its continu¬ 
ous smooth operation and 
easy interface for users look¬ 
ing for affordable health cov¬ 
erage. The site continues to 
enroll about 1,000 Kentuck¬ 
ians each day into new health 
coverage. 

The below statistics re¬ 
flect activity on kynect as of 
as of 7 p.m. Thursday, Dec. 
5: 

• 574,055 unique visitors 
viewing nearly 16.7 million 
web pages. That’s an in¬ 
crease of more than 61,000 
new website visitors in just

averaged 13.7, up from 13.1 
in 2012. Math held firm at

Get Vaccinated Against Flu during 
National Influenza Vaccination Week 

Give yourself the gift of health this holiday season 


State public health of¬ 
ficials are encouraging Ken¬ 
tuckians to get a flu vaccina¬ 
tion during National Influenza 
Vaccination Week, Dec. 8-14, 
to reduce the spread of illness 
this holiday season. 

“Getting a flu vaccine 
is an early holiday gift you 
can give to yourself and your 
family,” said Stephanie May- 
field, M.D., commissioner of 
the Kentucky Department for 
Public Health. “Many peo¬ 
ple visit relatives with small 
children or those at high risk 
of complications from flu 
around this time of year. Get¬ 
ting a flu vaccine can protect 
against the flu’s spread and 
severity.” 

National Influenza Vac¬ 
cination Week is a weeklong 
observation that serves as 
a reminder to those people 
who have not yet received a 
flu vaccine that the time to 
get vaccinated continues into 
winter - through January or 
later, when flu season typi¬ 
cally peaks. Because it takes 
about two weeks for the body 
to develop protective anti¬ 
bodies against the flu follow¬ 
ing vaccination, Kentuckians 
who have not had a chance 
to be vaccinated should seek 
out the opportunity during 
this season. Vaccine sup¬ 
plies are considered plentiful 
at this time, but people are 
urged to call their providers 
or pharmacies to check on 
availability. 

Throughout the week, the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) and 
the Kentucky Department 
for Public Health will high¬ 
light the importance of vac¬ 
cinations for those people at 
high risk, their close contacts 


and all those who want to be 
protected against the flu. In 
addition, good health habits 
such as washing hands often 
with soap and warm water, 
avoiding touching your eyes, 
nose or mouth, and staying 
at home from work or school 
when sick will also be em¬ 
phasized. 

The CDC’s Advisory 
Committee on Immuniza¬ 
tion Practices recommends 
flu vaccine for all individuals 
more than 6 months of age 
and older. People who should 
especially receive the flu vac¬ 
cine because they may be at 
higher risk for complications 
or negative consequences in¬ 
clude: 

• Children ages 6 months 
to 19 years; 

• Pregnant women; 

• Adults age 50 or older; 

• Individuals of any age 
with chronic health prob¬ 
lems; 

• People who live in nurs¬ 
ing homes and other long¬ 
term care facilities; 

• Health care workers; 

•Caregivers or those who 

live with a person at high risk 
for complications from the 
flu; and 

•Out-of-home caregivers 
or those who live with chil¬ 
dren younger than 6 months 
old. 

Kentuckians should re¬ 
ceive a new flu vaccination 
each season for optimal pro¬ 
tection. Healthy, non-preg¬ 
nant people ages 2-49 years 
can be vaccinated with either 
the flu shot or the nasal vac¬ 
cine spray. Children younger 
than 9 years old who did not 
previously receive a flu vac¬ 
cination may need to receive 
a second dose four or more 


weeks after their first vac¬ 
cination to provide optimal 
protection. High dose flu 
vaccine is available for per¬ 
sons age 65 and older again 
this year. It contains a higher 
dose of antigen that may pro¬ 
vide better protection against 
the flu for older adults. 

Infection with the flu 
virus can cause fever, head¬ 
ache, cough, sore throat, run¬ 
ny nose, sneezing and body 
aches. Flu is a very conta¬ 
gious disease caused by the 
flu virus, which spreads from 
person to person. Approxi¬ 
mately 23,000 deaths due to 
seasonal flu and its complica¬ 
tions occur on average each 
year in the U.S., according 
to recently updated estimates 
from the CDC. However, ac¬ 
tual numbers of deaths vary 
from year to year. For more 
information on influenza or 
the availability of flu vac¬ 
cine, please contact your lo¬ 
cal health department or visit 
http: //healthalert s. ky. gov. 

In addition to flu vaccine, 
DPH strongly encourages all 
adults 65 or older and others 
in high-risk groups for inva¬ 
sive pneumococcal disease 
(e.g., persons with chronic 
pulmonary disease, asthma, 
chronic heart disease, dia¬ 
betes, chronic renal disease, 
chronic liver disease, and 
smokers aged 19 through 64 
years) to ask their health care 
provider about the pneumo¬ 
coccal vaccine. This vaccine 
can help prevent a type of 
pneumonia, one of the flu’s 
most serious and potentially 
deadly complications. 

“The pneumococcal vac¬ 
cine is extremely safe, effec¬ 
tive, can be taken at any time 
of year and is currently avail¬ 
able in an adequate supply,” 
Mayfield said. 

Caused by bacteria, 
pneumococcal disease can 
result in serious pneumonia, 
meningitis or blood infec¬ 
tions. According to the CDC, 
pneumococcal disease kills 
more people in the U.S. each 
year than all other vaccine- 
preventable diseases com¬ 
bined. An average of between 
20,000 and 40,000 deaths are 
attributed to flu and pneumo¬ 
nia nationally each year, with 
more than 90 percent of those 
deaths occurring in people 
age 65 and older.

School in Indiana who were 
challenged by the community 
problem to ‘save our lands 
and waters by working 
together ’. They partnered 
with Green Tree Plastics and 
now any school can collect 
400 pounds of plastic bottle 
caps (normally a problematic 
recycling material), and turn 
them into a six-foot bench for 
$200 (a $200 savings). Green 
Tree Plastics produces plastic 
lumber and can custom mold 
any type of plastic product. 
These six-foot, maintenance 
free benches weigh 185 
pounds and will be around 
for the next 100 years at 
least. Mr. Sabotka told of one 
bench that washed away in a 
flood, but because it floats, 
the bench was recovered, 
cleaned and good as new! 
The beauty of this program is 
that school children actually 
sort the caps as they are 
collected, making sure there 
are no metal caps or other 
junk material and businesses 
can sponsor the benches that 
can be located anywhere in 
the cities from schools and 
churches to parks and court 
houses! The one drawback 
is these caps have to be 
delivered to the company in 
Indiana. If any organization 
is interested, please give us 
a call! We would love to 
see this program take root in 
Bracken County! 

Ricky Solomon was 
also at the meeting and we 
had learned from his e-mail 
that Bracken County’s Tire 
Amnesty netted 20,359 PTE’s 
(passenger tire equivalent) 
at a cost of $24,253. 
This number was down 
significantly from our 2010 
amnesty when we collected 
37,657 PTE’s and 2007’s 
amnesty of 38,071 PTE’s. 
These numbers reflect the fact 
that the waste tire program is 
working and the Division is 
pleased with the program’s 
progress. However, we 
are once again finding tires 
along the roadsides and this 
is not good! When the terrain 
permits, Bin and Bug retrieve 
these tires, but sometimes 
we have to ask the County 
Road Department to bring 
in equipment to reach the 
discarded tires. Please, if you 
have waste tires, give us a 
call and we will do our best 
to help you get rid of them!

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
Commission proposes 2014- 
2015 deer season dates and 
modifications for deer 
hunting on select WMAs 

The Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission at its 
quarterly meeting Dec. 6 
proposed the dates of the 
2014-2015 deer seasons. 
Commission members also 
voted to modify deer hunting 
regulations on select wildlife 
management areas (WMAs) 
along with changes to the 
furbearer trapping season. 

The commission recom¬ 
mends all hunting, fishing 
and boating regulations for 
approval by the General As¬ 
sembly and approves all ex¬ 
penditures by the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. All rec¬ 
ommendations must be ap¬ 
proved by legislators before 
they become law. 

2014-2015 deer season 
dates All zones: 

Archery: Sept. 6, 2014 

- Jan. 19, 2015, either sex. 

Crossbow: Oct. 1 - Oct. 
19; Nov. 8 - Dec. 31, 2014, 
either sex. 

Early Youth Weekend: 
Oct. 11-12, 2014, either 
sex. 

Early Muzzleloader: 
Zones 1, 2 and 3: Oct. 18 

- 19, 2014, either sex; Zone 
4: antlered only. 

Modern Firearms: 

Zones 1 and 2: Nov. 8 

- Nov. 23, 2014, either sex; 
Zone 3: Nov. 8 - Nov. 17, 
2014, either sex; Zone 4: 
Nov. 8 - Nov. 17, 2014, ant¬ 
lered only. 

Late Muzzleloader: 
statewide: Dec. 13 - Dec. 21, 
2014; Zone 4: Dec. 13 - Dec. 
18, 2014, antlered only; Dec. 
19 - Dec. 21, 2014, either 
sex. 

Late Youth Weekend: 
Dec. 27 - 28, 2014, either 
sex 

Bag limits remain the 
same as last season. 

In other deer-related 
business, the commission 
recommended changing Me¬ 
nifee County from Zone 3 to 
Zone 4. They also proposed 
several changes to deer hunt¬ 
ing on select wildlife man¬ 
agement areas (WMAs). 
These changes will not affect 
the current hunting seasons, 
but will be effective for the 
2014-2015 deer seasons: 

• Open J.C. Williams 
WMA in Nelson County and 
Lloyd WMA in Grant County 
under statewide regulations 
for youth firearms season. 

• Institute a quota fire¬ 
arms hunt for the first week¬ 
end in December on Dewey 
Lake WMA in Floyd Coun¬ 
ty- 

• The 15-inch outside 
spread antler restriction will 
be removed from Yellow- 
bank WMA in Breckinridge 
County. 

• On Beaver Creek 
WMA in McCreary and Pu¬ 
laski counties, the modem 
gun quota hunt will be for 


antlered deer. 

• On Paul Van Booven 
WMA in Breathitt County, 
the 15-inch outside spread 
antler restriction will be re¬ 
moved along with modern 
gun hunting. The area will 
remain open under state¬ 
wide regulations for archery 
and crossbow hunting, but is 
closed to all firearms hunting 
for deer. 

• Move the quota hunt to 
the first weekend in Novem¬ 
ber on Big Rivers WMA in 
Union and Crittenden coun¬ 
ties. 

In furbearer-related 
business, the commission 
recommended prohibiting 
night hunting of coyotes on 
all lands managed by the 
U.S. Forest Service and the 
National Park Service, in¬ 
cluding Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife-managed WMAs 
contained within the bound¬ 
aries of these properties. 

In fisheries-related busi¬ 
ness, anglers fishing on a 
sport fishing license may 
keep one blue and flathead 
catfish more than 35 inches 
long and one channel catfish 
more than 28 inches long on 
the Ohio River with no dai¬ 
ly creel limit on fish under 
those limits. Anglers fish¬ 
ing on a sport fishing license 
may give Asian carp to com¬ 
mercial anglers to sell, but 
sport fishing anglers may not 
accept payment for the fish. 

The next Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife Commission 
meeting will be held at 8:30 
a.m. (Eastern), Friday, March 
7, 2014, at 1 Sportsman’s 
Lane off U.S. 60 in Frank¬ 
fort. Persons interested in 
addressing the commission 
must notify the Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife Commis¬ 
sioner’s office in writing at 
least 30 days in advance of 
the committee meetings Feb. 
1, 2014 to be considered for 
placement on the commis¬ 
sion meeting agenda. People 
who are hearing-impaired 
and plan to attend the meet¬ 
ing should contact Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife at least 
10 days in advance and the 
agency will provide a trans¬ 
lator. To request to address 
the commission, write to 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife, 
1 Sportsman’s Lane, Frank¬ 
fort, Kentucky, 40601.

Kentucky USD A Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) 
State Executive Director 
John W. McCauley reminds 
farmers and ranchers that 
Farm Storage Facility Loans 
(FSFL) are available through 
FSA. 

The Farm Service 
Agency offers low-interest 
loans to grain producers 
to build new or upgrade 
existing storage facilities 
and permanent drying and 
handling equipment. Loan 
opportunities include, but are 
not limited to: 

• New conventional- 
type cribs or bins, oxygen- 
limiting and other upright 
silo-type structures, and 
flat-type storage structures 
designed for whole grain 
storage, 

•Perforated floors, 
safety equipment, quality 
improvement equipment, 
electrical equipment and 
concrete components 

considered essential for 
a fully functional storage 
facility, 

•Remodeling existing 
storage facilities to increase 
storage capacity. 

Farm storage facility 
loans must be approved 
prior to site preparation, 
equipment purchase or 
construction, and must be 
secured by a promissory 
note and security agreement. 
The new maximum principal 
loan amount is $500,000. 
Participants are required to 
provide a down payment of 15 
percent, with CCC providing 
a loan for the remaining 85 
percent of the net cost of 
the eligible storage facility 
and permanent drying and 
handling equipment. 

Additional security is 
required for poured-cement 
open-bunker silos, renewable

First application cut-off 
period for the Environmental 
Quality Incentives Program 
(EQIP) and Wildlife Habitat 
Incentive Program (WHIP) 
applications will be January 
17, 2014. 

The USDA-Natural Re¬ 
sources Conservation Ser¬ 
vice (NRCS) in Kentucky 
is encouraging landowners, 
farmers and producers to 
visit their local NRCS office 
now to receive information 
and apply for conservation 
technical assistance and pos¬ 
sible financial funding op¬ 
portunities. 

The application process 
for NRCS’s conservation 
programs is continuous, but 
funding selections for spe¬ 
cific programs are made 
throughout the year. For the 
Environmental Quality In¬ 
centives Program (EQIP) 
and Wildlife Habitat Incen¬ 
tive Program (WHIP) the 
first application cutoff pe¬ 
riod date for consideration 
for 2014 funds is January 17, 
2014. Applications received 
after January 17, 2014, will 
be held until the next appli¬ 
cation cut off period, which 
will be April 18, 2014. 

NRCS Acting State 
Conservationist Jack Kuhn 
announced this month that 
technical and financial as¬ 
sistance is available to eligi¬ 
ble applicants for the EQIP. 
EQIP is a conservation pro¬ 
gram that provides financial 
and technical assistance to 
farmers and ranchers who 
face threats to soil, water, air, 
and related natural resources 
on their land. Through EQIP, 
NRCS develops contracts 
with agricultural producers 
to voluntarily implement 
conservation practices. Per¬ 
sons engaged in livestock or 
agricultural production and 
owners of non-industrial pri¬ 
vate forestland are eligible 
for this program. Eligible 
land includes cropland, pas- 
tureland, private non-indus¬ 
trial forestland, and other 
farm or ranch lands. 

EQIP offers several Na¬ 
tional and State Initiatives 
which include the Missis¬ 
sippi River Basin Healthy 
Watershed Initiative, Sea¬ 
sonal High Tunnel Initiative, 
Organic Initiative, On-Farm 
Energy Initiative, Wildlife 
Initiative, and Forestry Ini¬ 


tiative. Interested land users 
should visit their local NRCS 
Office to find out what op¬ 
portunities are available 
through each of these EQIP 
Initiatives. 

A second conserva¬ 
tion program, WHIP, offers 
opportunities through the 
Working Lands for Wildlife 
(WLFW), which focuses 
on the recovery of certain 
at-risk, threatened or endan¬ 
gered wildlife species while 
helping other vulnerable and 
game species that depend on 
similar habitat. In Kentucky, 
the Golden-winged Warbler 
is the species of concern for 
parts of 12 Kentucky coun¬ 
ties including Bell, Clay, 
Floyd, Harlan, Knott, Knox, 
Leslie, Letcher, McCreary, 
Perry, Pike and Whitley. 

“We’re urging producers 
to get their applications in as 
soon as possible to be con¬ 
sidered for this year’s fund¬ 
ing,” said Kuhn. 

All recipients of assis¬ 
tance are required to develop 
a conservation plan. Conser¬ 
vation planning is an inte¬ 
gral part of the conservation 
process. Landowners should 
work with a conservation 
planner to develop the plan 
based on the landowner’s 
operational goals to improve 
the productivity, sustainabil¬ 
ity and profitability of their 
operation. The conservation 
plan will serve as a roadmap 
to a variety of technical as¬ 
sistance and financial as¬ 
sistance through EQIP and 
WHIP, as well as other op¬ 
tions available to the land- 
owner. “We’re getting back 
to our roots with conserva¬ 
tion planning,” says Kuhn. 
“Conservation planning is the 
vital first step in understand¬ 
ing natural resources on your 
land, and also understanding 
how technical and financial 


conservation assistance can 
be incorporated into your op¬ 
eration to help you help the 
land.” He added, “Now is 
the time to contact your local 
NRCS Field Office to devel¬ 
op a conservation plan.”

KYTC District 6 is 
ready to go this 
winter, are you? 

The more you know - you 

can be ready for snow 

The winter season is 
upon us and KYTC District 
6 maintenance crews are 
well prepared for winter pre¬ 
cipitation. 

Crews are responsible 
for treating and clearing 
more than 4,500 lane miles 
of interstates and state high¬ 
ways in the northern Ken¬ 
tucky area that include the 
counties of Boone, Bracken, 
Campbell, Carroll, Gallatin, 
Grant, Harrison, Kenton, 
Owen, Pendleton and Rob¬ 
ertson. Crews are on duty 
24/7 when there is a major 
weather event. 

In Bracken County, the 
District 6 maintenance crew 
is responsible for 344 lane 
miles of roadway. Crews 
have stockpiled 1,000 tons 
of salt and over 5,800 gal¬ 
lons of brine for de-icing. 
Eight trucks are available for 
snow and ice removal.

“Each winter season we 
ask people to partner with 
us to make our roads crash- 
free,” Nancy Wood, the 
district’s information officer 
said. “During winter storm 
events, our maintenance 
workers do their part to fight 
adverse road conditions; we 
need you to do yours.” 

Drivers can learn from 
information gathered by 
highway safety analysts. 
“There are things we can do 
to increase the likelihood 
that we will be crash-free 
drivers,” said Wood. “They 
fall into two categories: ve¬ 
hicle hazards and road haz¬ 
ards.” 

VEHICLE HAZARDS 

• High speed. Loss of 
control occurs much easier 
at high speeds. 

• Window fog. When it 
is raining, the windshield and 
other windows may quickly 
fog up, blocking your vi¬ 
sion. On cold mornings, you 
may find a thin layer of ice 
on your windows. Window 
defoggers can eliminate the 
problem. Turn them on be¬ 
fore you enter the roadway. 

• Balding and improp¬ 
erly inflated tires. Over 
time, tires lose their tread 
in a process known as bald¬ 
ing. Aggressive driving and 
alignment problems can 
speed up the balding process. 
The tread is what allows the 
tire to grip the road. If your 
vehicle lacks adequate tread, 
you have a greater risk of 
hydroplaning on wet or icy 
surfaces. Tires should have 
a tread of at least 1/16 of an 
inch. Anything less and it is 
time to replace it. A trick to 
see if your tires have enough 
tread is to stick a Lincoln 
penny into the tread, with 
Lincoln’s head pressed into 
the groove. If the top of Lin¬ 
coln’s head is visible, there is 
not enough tread. Tires that 
are improperly inflated are 
at risk of blowing out should 
the car go into a skid. 

• Braking power/Stop- 
ping distances. The average 
stopping distance on a dry 
road, assuming two-thirds 
of a second reaction time, at 
just 30 miles an hour is 75 
feet. On a wet road, the stop¬ 
ping distance is 120 feet. At 
60 miles an hour, on a dry 
road, the average stopping 
distance is 240 feet. On a 
wet road, same conditions, 
the stopping distance is 420 


feet. When a road is wet, the 
average stopping distance 
for a five-passenger car is 
twice what it is on a dry road. 
Coupled with poor visibil¬ 
ity, which can lengthen the 
time it takes you to react, the 
stopping distances may be 
even larger. Because of this, 
you should position yourself 
twice as far away from the 
vehicle in front of you. 

• Water build-up 
on brakes. After driving 
through a puddle, brake ro¬ 
tors can become coated with 
water, which affects their 
ability to safely slow the car. 
To prevent this, you should 
lightly tap your brakes after 
each puddle to remove ex¬ 
cess water. 

• Windshield wipers. 

The most important factor 
that affects driver visibil¬ 
ity in the rain is windshield 
wipers. Older wipers tend to 
become cracked and brittle, 
lasting only six months to 
a year in areas with fre¬ 
quent rain. However, wip¬ 
ers do not last forever even 
if they do not get much use. 
They can become brittle and 
warped by the sun, rendering 
them useless in heavy rain 
or snow. There are several 
indicators that wipers need 
to be replaced: windshield 
streaking, smearing, rubber 
that flakes off when touched, 
wiper screeching, and frayed 
wipers. 

ROAD HAZARDS 

• Engine oil and grease 
buildup on pavement. Over 
time, grease and engine oil 


build up on road surfaces. 
When roads are dry, this is 
not a problem. However, 
when rain or snow start to 
fall, oil and grease come to 
the surface and rise above 
the water coating the road. 
This makes wet conditions 
even more dangerous. Al¬ 
though the oil and grease 
are washed away after a few 
hours of rain, those first few 
hours are critical. 

• Crowned roads. Most 


roads are crowned, or built 
so the center of the road 
is slightly higher than the 
sides. The purpose of crown¬ 
ing is to allow rain to run off 
the pavement. However, any 
sort of debris or barrier along 
the shoulders traps water 
and prevents natural runoff. 
This creates puddles which 
can lead to hydroplaning and 
spray that can obstruct your 
view, and this is why District 
6 maintenance crews spend 


so much time cleaning ditch 
lines. 

• Groundwater and 
runoff. Temperatures can 
drop rapidly, especially dur¬ 
ing early morning hours. 
Any water standing on the 
pavement or running across 
a roadway can freeze into a 
thin sheet of ice that is near¬ 
ly impossible to detect in ad¬ 
vance. Puddles may splash 
water onto the windshield 
and obscure your vision. 


Another danger of puddles 
is hydroplaning, when the 
tires lose contact with the 
road and instead ride on a 
pocket of water. This makes 
the vehicle hard to control as 
it loses traction with the road 
and affects steering, braking, 
or accelerating. 

• Changing conditions. 
Weather conditions can vary 
even with small changes in 
elevation. Most often, air 
temperatures fall and rain 
changes to snow as you 
climb in elevation. However, 
a common meteorological 
condition called an inver¬ 
sion can result in the exact 
opposite. In our mountain¬ 
ous region, drivers should be 
prepared for rapid changes 
in road conditions. 

“Driving is not as sim¬ 
ple as it seems, said Wood. “ 
Even the most quick-witted, 
experienced driver should 
realize he cannot drive on 
wet or icy roads at normal 
speeds. It is a hard lesson 
to learn if you wait until 
you slide into a guardrail or, 
worse, an oncoming vehicle 
before you realize that all 
the safety messages you’ve 
been exposed to over the 
years were important. Pay¬ 
ing attention and slowing 
down can mean the differ¬ 
ence between a safe arrival 
and not getting there at all. 
This is especially so during 
winter months when cold 
temperatures create ice on 
the roads even in the absence 
of a storm.” 

Wood continued say¬ 
ing, “The District 6 highway 
engineers and maintenance 
workers will continue to do 
everything they can to keep 
our roadways safe, but the 
bottom line is that each driv¬ 
er is responsible for his own 
safety when he gets behind 
the wheel. Even with all the 
safety measures we put into 
place, we have not yet in¬ 
vented a way to driver-proof 
a road.”
